From the far-away country of the Thibetan Plateau and the Himalaya Mountains, comes a blackberry which is not in every respect a 
blackberry. For centuries the natives of that country have been making wines and cordials from the fruit and the introduction to the 
United States and subsequent improvement has produced what is probably the most wonderful berry of its kind ever before known in this 
country. The plant is extremely hardy and for rapid and immense growth it is almost unbelievable; a single cane under favorable con- 
‘ditions will, if permitted, often reach a growth of fifty feet in a single season. 

Sprouts do not come from the ground like the regular blackberry, but start from the one root. These canes when one or more years old send 
out fruit laterals from sixteen to forty inches long which bear enormous crops, yielding at the rate of 30,000 pounds—about 60,000 boxes when 
four years old. ‘Train vines high with plenty of room. A seven-foot wire or wood trellis made sufficiently strong with the plants set eight 
feet each way is not too little for good results. Some growers succeeded with twice as many plants in the same space, however it should 
not be forgotten that the plant is a perennial, not an annual and comes to perfection in three years, bearing already profusely the second 
season. About four canes should be allowed to grow from a root and trained to suit. After reaching the length desired, the tip should be 
pinched off so that the vine will not expend any more energy in that direction, but will give attention to fruit bearing. Pinch back the 
long and low laterals when necessary and cut off the sprouts not wanted. It is well to allow one or two new canes to grow each year to 
take the place of old vines which should be cut out after a few years to have nice fruit. 

No other berry will so amply repay the labor expended upon it. The fruit is one of the best sellers in the market, starting to ripen 
after the other blackberries are about gone and continuing until frost. Almost coreless and very rich, they need very little sugar in cooking. 
They have a flavor all their own and make surpassingly good pies, jellies and jams. As a tonic and regulation for the sick they are ap- 
preciated either fresh or cooked. No comparison can properly be made between this and other blackberries and the Himalaya is rapidly sup- 
planting other varieties wherever tried. They are good shippers and do not rapidly spoil on the vines. Asa commercial berry it has no equal. 

The severity of their native climate, Tibbet Mountains—‘‘the roof of the world’’—has made the berries hardy and both the plant and 
the fruit will stand extremes of heat and cold better than :

TRS To Prof. Moore, the agronomist of the Wis. Experiment Station, belongs the credit for having originated 
B this splendid barley. 


In order to supply the need of pure bred grains adapted to Wisconsin conditions, he began work with seyv- 
eral kinds of cereals in 1899. Ten standard varieties of barley were used in the foundation work for that 
grain. After three years of comparative trials only the four best promising varieties were retained from which 
to establish pedigreed strains. These were Mandscheuri, Oderbrucker, Silver King and Golden Queen. These 
were grown in small plots for several seasons, the best plants being selected for seed each year. In 1902 moth- 
erbeds of 2,500 plants were planted for each of the above named varieties. From each motherbed the 20 best 
plants were selected and placed in envelopes. In 1903 the ten best plants for each variety were taken and 
the best seed of each used to establish centgener plots. These centgener plots, each containing a hundred seeds, 
were tested for three successive years to determine yield and other desirable characteristics. The best heads 
were selected from each centgener plot the first year of the test and the succeeding years a close comparison 
was made and the number of strains of each variety reduced from ten to four. Thus 16 pedigreed varieties 
of barley have thus been developed from the original stock of four varieties.

The Chaff is 
Smooth, yellow and closes very tightly over the grain, which on that 
account is less liable to be damaged by frost. The kernels are very 
distinct, almost round, of very dark red color, hard and of good size. 
Compared with the well known Red Fife Wheat the growing crop of the 
Marquis cannot be distinguished from it, except that the Marquis does not 
grow as tall. The straw is only of medium size, but it is very stiff and 
straight and is not so much liable to lodge as Red Fife, although the heads of 
the Marquis are proportionately heavier.

Tt is a biennial leguminous plant 
of tall, shrub-like growth, somewhat 
like a coarse alfalfa, growing 8 to 
10 feet high. Its blossoms, which rarely appear until 
the second year, are white and give a strong smell of 
honey, quite perceptible some distance away. If not 
allowed to reseed, it will die out the second year. 

Its value is just beginning to become known; it cer- 
tainly deserves more credit than it has received from 
the farmer as well as the bee-keeper; growers who had 
experience with sweet clover estimate its value as fol- 
lows:

Total $54.00. To this should be added its value as 
soil renovator, which is at least equally as much. 

Soil.—Sweet Clover grows in all parts of the United 
States; it possesses a wider adaptability in regard to soil 
and climate than any other clover or alfalfa. It thrives 
on the poorest, sandy soil and on dry hill sides, where 
no other clover will grow; in the west, where irriga- 
tien forced the alkali to the surface with the result 
that it has killed all vegetation except some saltweeds, = ‘ 
sweet elover is the only plant that will grow and make Hogs Pasturing on Sweet Clover in lowa 
a good yield. It will endure as much drought as alfalfa, does better on wet soil than the latter, and it stands more heaving and frost than 
red or alsike clover. Wherever it has grown for two or more years it has left a rich spot which is readily taken up by other crops. 

The Sowing of Seed is done in the Fall and also in Spring, and if soil is inoculated a good stand is easily obtained. Use 15 pounds 
hulled or 20 pounds unhulled seed per acre. Hulled seed will sprout quickiy like that of other clover, while the unhulled seed requires often 
a long time to rotten the hull before it germinates, and it generally comes up unevenly. Cover seed 1 to 2 inches deep or roll it in. 

Sweet Clover requires a thoroughly compacted seed bed, with just enough loose soil on top to enable the seed to be covered. It is 
usually best to seed on ground like corn stubble that does not require plowing. 

As a pasture plant Sweet Clover is most valuable. It is the first forage plant in Spring that affords green food to animals and the 
last one that is killed by frost, and in midsummer, too, it is cheerfully green when all grasses are dry and parched. Its grazing capacity 
is one beast per acre. It grows very rapidly, and as soon as it is 5 to 6 inches tall, the cattle should be turned on, as tramping the 
ground suits it, and it should never be allowed to grow very tall or it will get hard and woody; if kept eaten down not very close to the 
_ ground the plants will throw out fresh growth on all 
-. sides as fast as eaten off, thus furnishing a constant 
‘ supply of tender growth until frost. 

Cattle not accustomed to it do not always eat it read- 
i ily at first, but soon acquire a taste for it and prefer 
| it then to all other plants; it gives the milk and butter 
a most delicious flavor and cattle, although they. fill up 
on it to the highest pitch, mever bloat.

The second year it is cut before it 

comes into full bloom; it will make fine hay, which is greedily eaten by all stock; in quality it is 

second to none and has very much the same feeding value as alfalfa. Lambs fed at the Wyoming 

Experimental Station with alfalfa and Sweet Clover for comparison showed during a period of 14 

weeks an average gain of 30.7 pounds if fed on Sweet Clover and of 34.4 lbs. if fed on alfalfa. 

In the northern states Sweet Clover is generally pastured until about July, and when stock is 

taken off it will grow rapidly and can soon be cut for hay or for seed. Care should be 
taken not to cut very close to the ground. 

Seed.—Sweet Clover is a prolific seeder, more so than any other clover, and under 
favorable conditions it yields as much as 15 to 20 bu. of seed to an acre. It should be 
cut for seed when still green and the hay will be found superior to timothy. 

As a Fertilizer Sweet Clover ranks the highest of leguminous crops. Like all plants 
of this class it has the ability of gathering nitrogen, the dearest of all fertilizers, from 
the air, and enriches the soil with it, but it is different from all other legumes in its 
remarkable root development. Al] other clovers have slender, fibrous roots which are 
slow to decay, but Sweet Clover develops clusters of fleshy roots which reach many feet 
into the ground, and which the New York Experimental Station estimated to weigh 20 
tons per acre, and these long, fleshy roots decay when two years old, as soon as the seed 
matures, : leaving their nitrogen contents in condition for immediate use, and the soil in 
the highest state of permeability through their deep penetration. This enormous enrich- 
ment of the soil cannot be brought about in any other way at so little cost.
